bliſhed the Epiſcopal Religion again, with the Book' of 
Common Prayer, which Queen Mary had burned ; whom 
God bleſſed with a Reign of 44 years. *. 

The next Perſecution, deſigned by the _ was in 
King Fames's Reign, in 1603. when they plotted by 
Gunpowder (which was laid for that purpoſe under the 
Parliament-houſe) to blow up the King, and the Chief of 
the Nobility of this Land. This deviliſh Plot, had it ta- 
ken efle&t, had been the worſt of all the Perſecutions ; 
for it would have taken away their Lives in -amoment, 
ſo that they ſhould have no Meditation for their Souls 

good. This Plot aimed to deſtroy the Soul, as well as 
the Body ; but, bleſſed be God, it was diſcovered. 


The next Plot that was by the Antichriſtian Papiſts was * 


in /reland, This was an inhumane Perſecution, ſuch as 
the very Heathen would abhor.” They rebelled agai 
their King, ripped up their Women with Child, and flew 
their Husdands at their own door. 

The next Perſecution was againft the King and the 
Church of Exg/and, by the Nonconformiſts, eſpeci y 
the Presbyterians ; for they firſt broke the Unity of the 
Church of Eng/and, and cauſed a Rebellion in Scotland, 
wang an Army againſt ag Charles the Firſt, one of 
the beſt Kings that ever Reigned in the World, about the 
year 1640. and _ = jm _ n—_ and raiſed 
an Army in England, and fought againſt the King him- 
ſelf, pan kiled many of his Loyal Subjects, rpm

I thall now ſpeak ſomething of the Church of Rowe 
which was planted by St. Paul, as moſt Hiſtorians write, 
becauſe he commends it in r Rom. in theſe words, / thawk 
God thy Faith is ſpoken of throughout the whole World ; and 
ſo it continued a true Church tor near 600 years, having 
above Sixty Biſhops, whereof Linus was the firſt, whom 
St. Paul ſpeaks of in his Epiſtles, All thoſe Biſhops were 
godly Men, being ſubjeCt to the Civil Magiſtrate. Peva- 
grus the Second, m his days, perceiving that Maurice the 
Emperour went about to make and eliabliſh an Univerſal 
Biſhop, very much oppoſed it, and'decreed, That no Bi- 
ſhop, no not the Biſhop of Rowe himſelf, ought to be cab 
led the Pniverjal Biſhop; and Biſhop Gregory his Succeſſor 
writeth, That none of his Predeceſfors ever conſented to 
uſe fo protane- a Title. And alſo the faid Gregory writeth 
to the Biſhop of Conſtantinople, who was villas to take 
that Title upon him, What wilt thou anſwer to Chriſt the 
Head of the Univerſal Church, that thus goeſt about by the 
Name of Univerſal Biſhop to make all his Members ſubjeft 
to thee > Whom doſt thou imitate in ſo perverſe a Name, But

Now for all thoſe crying Sins I have repeated, I wiſh from 
my heart they are- not guilty of them ; what I have writ- 
ten is not out of any malice; but as they were Brethren once, 
to inform them of their Error and Sin, wiſhing their 
tance might be their Puniſhment; for 1 believe that many of 
them are civil honeſt-meaning. Men yz but they erre not know- 
ing the true meaning of the Scripture. 

Now [| beſeech the Lord: God of Peace and Love, That he 
would give thoſe Diſſenters ſuch a meaſure of Grace, that they 
may ſee their Errors, and repent,and come into the true Epiſco- 
pal Church they went out of: which hath been proved a true 
Church by Fire and Sword, as Gamalic! told the Jews, That if 
the work_ were of God, they could not overthrow it, leſt they were 
found fighters againſt God : Therefore have a care that you ſpeak 
no evil nor Fight no more againſt this Church, leſt you be 
found Fighters againſt God. Now the Lord grant that theſe 
Diſſenrers may come into the true Church they went out of, and 
conform to the Government of the Church, which is allowed 
by God and the King ; and there they may exerciſe their Spi. 
ritual Parts God hath given them, that they together with vg 
may ſerve God with one Heart and with one Mind, holdin:
